The miners of Coleman are to be 
cohgratulated upon the fact, that they 
will have the largest, most up-to-date 
and finest looking hall for all purpo- 
sés in the Crows Nest Pass. The plans 
were drawn by the well known con- 
tractor, Mr. B. Disney, and the design 
is a good one, not only for the appear- 
ance of the hall, but because it pro- 
vides for the accommodation of from 
four to five hundred people and is 
strong and substantial as well. 

The main building is 80x46 feet over 
all, with a stage 46x22 feet and a gal- 
lery 46x16 feet, with the main seating 
capacity 46x42 feet. The hall and gal- 
lery, it is estimated, will seat between 
four and five hundred people. In the 
zallery will be regular opera seats and 
they will be the choicest seats in the 
hall when. an entertainment is going 
on. The main floor will be of hard 
woud which will make it splendid for 
dancing. The stage has an elevation 
of four feet and a half, and the ceiling 
is raised six feét higher than the roof 
of the hall proper, to admit of the best 
and most modern scenery carried by 
the best shows travelling. A special 
place has been arranged for the orches- 
tra on the main floor below the stage. 

On the right side of the hall under- 
neath the- gallery is a reading room 
12x20 feet, and on the left side is an 
office for the secretary of the Miners’

opening outward to be used in case of 
fire s0 that the hall can be emptied 
quickly.

For ordinary hot water 
starch these are the correct propor- 
tions, using boiling water in place of 
the coffee... While tan linen does not 
require spé@cial coddling, still. some 
shades of buff and gray are liable to 
spot and streak. To obviate this use a 
tabljespoonful of black pepper in the 
first water, This will also keep m 
from fading, says the B puctlemaadt 

Most colors require either salt or 
vinegar in the last rinsing water to fix 
them. As a general rule, the lighter 
colors take salt, the darker vinegar. 
Both are used in the proportion of a 
tablespoonful to a quart of water 
When in doubt, use both. For lilag 
mauve or purples vinegar will be 
found to slightly intensify as well as 
preserve the color. Blues are. often 
ruined by their first trip to a careless 
laundress. Any shade of blue may be 
permanently fixed by soaking first in a 
bircket of water into which an ounce 
of sugar of lead has been ~~ ~

Spain.—A squfre bag. Four rows, 
fifty stitches in length, in yellow, three 
rows of red, seven rows of yellow, 
three of red and four of yellow.

Germany.—A round bag. Seven rows 
of black, seven of White and seven of 
red, with a black reverse side. 

Italy.—A square bag of same dimen- 
sions as the Spanish one, Seven rows 
of red, fifty stitches long; seven of 
white and seven of green; reverse side 
of plain green, The bage should be 
‘erocheted closely to admit of being fill- 
ed with small sized beans and should 
not be filled very full.

“Voodooism dead? Don’t you be- 
lieve it. We have managed to stifle 
it in this couptry and the English 
have done a deal in the isiands 
they .goverti, but it flourishes openly 
in Hayti and is mo secret in the 
French or Dutch colonies.” This was 
the emphatic statement of a man 
wid, tnough he was born in the 
southern part of the United States, | 
has spent the later years of his liie 
in the British West Indies. ‘In the | 
West Indies,” he went on, ‘the name 
is obeah, not voodoo; but the ideas 
and the practices are much the same, 
even worse. The blacks go to* the 
obeal man. to get vengeance when 
they have a grudge, and they’re not 
in the least particular where the ven- 
geance stops. The obeah men are ex- 
pect poisoners, and there isn’t a doubt 
that they’ accommodate their patrons 
who yean pay well enough. 

“In some of. the West Indian col- 
onies the whites themselves have to 
take obeah into account in their deal- 
ings with the negroes. I meafi that a 
negru who has a grudge against ‘a 
white person won’t hesitate to try to 
work obeah on him—or her, either. 

“Generally it goes no further than 
putting evil harms im the way of the 
person to be injured; but one hears 
hints: of suspicious deaths and unac- 
countable illnesses. When ‘you laugh 
at such an idea the old-timers shake 
their heads.”

The 
country is being gridironed with rail- 
roads, and business for the lines_is 
made by the arrival of hundreds of 
thousands of settlers, most of them of 
the English-speaking race. Wisdom 
calls,to American business men to 
learn as much as possible about this 
rapidly developing neighbor and to de- 
mand from their legislators every pos- 
sible facility for the extension of trade, 
import as well as export. We have 
much to gain by a huge reduction in 
or even the total removal of our pres- 
ent taiff barriers.” 

About ten years ago Canada made 
overtures: to this end to Washington, 
and that we are not now enjoying the 
advantages of a mutual exchange of 
commodities is no fault of ours. The 
Washington government at that time 
turned a deaf ear to our representa- 
tions a.nd intimated that such a propo- 
sition would tend only to the advant- 
age of Canada and that. the United 
States with their enormous territory 
were self sustaining and had little to 
ey.pect beyond their own requirements. 
T-he-tariff-wall.was..maintained,..Can- 
ada naturally looked elsewhere for 
business after being disappointed in 
an effort to bring about freer trade 
with its own neighbor, this time with 
success, and such amicable trade rela- 
tions now exists that we are getting 
along remarkably well as we are and 
hesitate to exchange the olds well- 
tried and satisfactory ,for the new,un- 


| tried, but which might also prove sat- 


isfactory. 
The United States in the meantime 
have developed their manufacturing 


concerns at a rate that astonishes thet 


world until the groduction far exceeds 
the demand of their own people, and 
the manufacturers are now looking to 
the foreign countries fora market for 
their products. 

The manufacturing concerns of the 
United States now represent a huge 
combined capital which they will util- 
ize in an effort to obtain and maintain 
a foothold in foreign markets. Natur- 
ally they first look to Canada, their 
neighbor, where freight rates are com- 
paratively low, but they find here a 
tariff wall erected asa return compli- 
ment for the’wall efected against Ca- 
nadian products, They are sending in 
a large quantity of their goods even 
though the tariff on some commodities 
is almost prohibitive, but they too,are 
now compelled to look to another 
country to unload their goods and find 
themselves in the predicament that 
the goods have to be carried in British 
bottoms, paying wages to British sail- 
ors and dividends to British ship own- 
ers, 

There is a sentiment in both Repub- 
lican and Democratic circles in favor 
of a reduction of the tariff against our 
goods, thus paving the way for a re- 
opening of the whole question, and 
there is little doubt that which ever 
side wins in the coming election this 

'matter will be brought to that desir- 
able end, as the manufacturers are 
working ceaselessly in that direction. 

Itis now Canada’s turn to dictate 
terms on which trade relations can be 
obtained, and as the American manu- 
facturer must have the market, we 
can stipulate the conditions to suit

first frosts find the dust, covering the 
surface of the ground quite dry. It is 
so dry it does not freeze evenin the 
severest weather, and it can be kicked 
up under the snow all through the 
winter. 

The scheme, then, is to plant the 
wheat in the fall in the dry dust. 
There being no moisture present in it, 
the seed cannot. sprout, but lies dor- 
mant the entire winter. In the spring 
the melting snows pack the earth 
about. the grain, creating the proper 
conditions for growing. The only 
thing necessary to-protect the crop is 
to harrow it. Mr. Blemhuber advo- 
cates four harrowings at different an- 
gles with a listing harrow that will 
not disturb the seed. The harrowing 
is important to preserve the moisture 
in the ground during the dry period 
between March, when the snow leaves 
the ground, and the latter part of May. 
when the rainfall begins. The dust 
mulch made by the harrowing of the 
soil prevents evaporation and ensures 


that practically allthe moisture will 
ba used by the grain.
